Selectmen Set New Tax Rate for Marion 

Marion Board of Selectmen

When house values go up, the tax rate goes down, 
and so it goes in Marion as Marion Assessor Brad Eames 
reported to the Board of Selectmen on December 11 that 
property values overall have increased by 9.4 percent. 

The last time property values were assessed was 
three years ago. 

The current fiscal year 2018 tax rate of $11.45 will 
decrease to $11.03 for FY2019, but that does not mean that 
taxpayers will see a decrease in their tax bill. 

The average $300,000 home will pay $3,309 in 
taxes this year, and a business like the Marion General 
Store assessed at $574,500 will pay $6,336. 

Eames also suggested the selectmen keep a single 
tax rate, charging the same tax rate to both residential and 
commercial properties, as opposed to a split tax rate that 
would shift some of the tax burden onto commercial and 
industrial businesses. 

"The Board of Assessors strongly recommends 
that you adopt a single tax rate rather than a split tax 
rate," Eames said. "The Town of Marion is so heavily 
residential that the impact of a SR on residential 
[taxpayers].. .is really minimal, but the impact on 
commercial properties is enormous." 

Property in Marion is 92.73 percent residential. 

The board approved the single tax rate and the 
recommended tax rate of $11.03. 

Also during the meeting, representatives from 
CDM Smith gave a presentation titled "Assessing the 
Threats from Climate Change to Marion's Vulnerable 
Wastewater Pumping Infrastructure," giving a brief 
overview of the five phases of the study which began that 
day with the first task during a data collection visit to 
eight wastewater pumping stations in Marion. 

CDM Smith Mitigation Engineer Frannie Bui 
walked the board and about a dozen others in attendance 
through the results of Wareham's results of its own 
study done last year as a primer for what Marion can 
expect from its own study report. With the data collected 
from Bui and five other specialist engineers that day, it 
is already clear that some sites are in imminent danger 
of damage as sea levels rise, as early as 2030, and even 
some sites today showed proof of their vulnerability with 
damage evident and needing immediate attention. 

"Three of our pumping stations can be damaged 
by some sort of wave or wave activity," said Town 
Planner Gil Hilario, which is unusually high compared 
to neighboring towns, he added. "Some of them were 
already moist and wet. ... The electrical manholes 
already needed to be pumped today. We discovered it 
unexpectedly and had to pump it out today." 

CDM Smith already recommends all equipment 
be replaced and mechanical components raised by an 
additional 1.7 feet by 2025 but, over at the Oakdale 
Avenue pumping station, the equipment that is at 9 feet 
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above sea level could already be underwater during a 
storm surge as it is situated inside a velocity zone. 

When that equipment is replaced, the mechanical 
components will need to be elevated by another 17 feet. 

'There are controls that are out and exposed, and 
those controls would certainly be flooded or inundated," 
said Bui. "We have a lot of chewing that we have to do at 
each of these locations." 

The target is for the study to be completed and 
a report ready in June 2019. There will be several public 
meetings and updates along the way, as well as several 
attempts to engage the public in data collection and input. 

"We are not alone in this type of analysis," said 
Bui. "There are certainly many other communities up and 
down the eastern seaboard that have to deal with this." 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for December 18 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House.

Chairman Mike King said he was speaking for himself 
and the other commissioners when he said, "We are 
not in the 'You-can't business'; we are in the 'You-can 
business/" as they started the review of the Requests for 
Determination of Applicability filed by Jason Youngquist 
of Outback Engineering, represented by Jeff Youngquist. 

The project in question is the ongoing subdivision 
of property located within the Bay Club, this one titled 
"The Preserve". As Youngquist described the project, he 
noted that, over the years, the development's concept 
had changed from large single-family homes to duplex 
structures, returning again for another cycle of back and 
forth deliberation on what made the most financial sense, 
until now with the current decision to begin construction 
in 2019 with duplex units.

file numbers or a decision from the Natural Heritage & 
Endangered Species Program. But Youngquist said that 
since the projects would have to be continued anyway, 
holding hearings now would not pose negative impacts 
on the outcome. 

King noted that the Mattapoisett Assessor's Office 
had not yet recognized the proposed lots as legal lots of 
a subdivision. He asked Youngquist if he was willing to 
return at a later date with a master plan of the project, 
along with written approval from Natural Heritage and 
the DEP, and the lot classifications from the Assessor's 
Office. Youngquist concurred with the request. 

The hearings were continued until January 14. 

Also during the meeting, Jon Connell of SITEC, 
Inc. appeared for two lots located on Wolf Island Road 
owned by Ronald Oliveria. The two Notice of Intent 
filings were for the construction of single-family homes 
with associated utilities and septic systems. After 
consideration of the details that proved uncomplicated, 
the projects received Orders of Conditions. 

David Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider & 
Associates represented Brian and Grazyna Blaesser 
of 23 Cove Street with a Notice of Intent filing for the 
expansion of a second-story addition and removal of a 
septic leaching field. After noting that the majority of the 
project was above ground because the home is elevated, 
the project was approved. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for January 14 at 
6:30 pm in the Town Hall conference room. 

Written Decision Formalizes Solar Farm Denial

The denial of a Special Permit for a solar array 
field at 78 Wareham Street still stands, but on December 
10 the Marion Planning Board gathered to review the 
language of a draft decision letter while two dissenting 
board members (and one Finance Committee member) 
voiced their disappointment with the decision. 

Although Planning Board member Chris Collings 
was absent for the final vote on December 3 that resulted

on a 5-1 denial, Collings wanted the record to reflect his 
regret that, not only did the Town walk away from what 
he said was $600,000 in solar power income, but also an 
offer from solar developer ZPT Energy Solutions to have 
a connection to the grid installed for a future solar energy 
project at the Town's capped landfill as a courtesy 

"For the record, this was a miss for the Town," 
Collings said at one point during the meeting. 

Planning Board member Eileen Marum, the one 
dissenting vote last Monday, argued that some language 
contained in the decision was inappropriate, such as 
where it states that it is the Planning Board's "opinion" 
that the proposed 86 percent of the lot "is decidedly Targe 
scale.'" 

"An opinion is not based on something that 
is absolute certainty or positive knowledge, it's just 
something that's possible," said Marum. 

Where Marum differs from the rest of the board is 
in the interpretation of the phrase "large scale" clearing of 
a forested area contained within Marion's solar bylaw. 

"There's no way to quantify large scale," Marum 
said. "We don't have anything that quantifies that." 

Planning Board member Norm Hills, who is also 
chairman of the Board of Selectmen, suggested using 
"consensus" instead of opinion, while Planning Board 
member Stephen Kokkins suggested further clarification 
by replacing where the decision stated "the proposed 
clearing of 86 percent of a lot is decidedly Targe scale'" 
with "the proposed clearing of 86 percent of a 22-acre lot 
is decidedly Targe scale.'" 

The board further debated striking other words, 
such as "social" as suggested by Hills where the decision 
referenced the "social, economic, or community benefits" 
which are served by the proposal. Hills suggested 
omitting other words, but Chairman Will Saltonstall 
preferred that each finding in the decision echo the 
language of the solar bylaw, which does mention 
economic and community benefits. 

Finance Committee member Alan Minard raised 
his hand to speak and was at first denied the chance 
because the meeting was not a public hearing, but was 
eventually allowed to address the board. He lamented the 
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denial of the solar farm, saying, "The economic benefit 
of a solar farm ... is the school bus does not pull up next 
to it." He called having a solar farm at the site "a major 
economic benefit by avoiding lots of houses, 40Bs, condos, 
whatever ends up being there." 

Board member Andrew Daniel argued that solar 
farms might not actually be helping some towns, rather 
some towns might feel solar farms are hurting them. 

Throughout the meeting, Collings silently shook 
his head as other members made comments, biding his 
time as the board suggested edits until after when he 
could speak his mind. 

Hills asked to reword the phrase environmental 
"assessment" in the findings section pertaining to the 
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project's impacts on the natural environment because 
the assessment ZPT provided fell short of what Hills 
considers a comprehensive environmental assessment. 

The board quibbled over the wording, with some 
suggesting environmental "discussion" or "report;" 
however, Saltonstall preferred to leave the language 
as it was since ZPT did submit in its Site Plan Review 
application a document titled "environmental assessment 
report;" although, because of the board's denial of the 
Special Permit, the project did not advance to the Site Plan 
Review stage. 

As the board reached the decision section of the 
draft document, Marum objected to the statement that 
says the project "is in direct conflict with the intent of 
Section 230-16.3, which is to protect the character of the 
residential neighborhoods from the large scale clearing of 
forested areas for the installation of solar farms." 

"Intent," Marum emphasized. "This has not been 
strongly resolved, in my opinion, because we do not have 
a definition of Targe scale.'" Furthermore, she added, 
"[The site] is far from being a 'forested area,"' which, to 
her, would be a "dense growth of trees and underbrush." 
Marum said the site was more like a place where older 
trees had fallen during prior winter storms. 

Collings found this to be a good time to speak 

out. 

"I don't know what it is," said Collings. "I don't 
look at it as a forested area: I certainly don't look at is 
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as valuable." Collings continued, "I'm sorry I missed 
the meeting. ... I'm frustrated here because we've been 
picking way at specific details ... and there's an absolute 
refusal to acknowledge that they (ZPT) were ... willing to 
provide a solar connection for the dump..." 

Was Marum correct, Collings challenged the 
board. "Was it actually in our purview to look at our 
definition of 'forest?'" 

A debate ensued, with Daniel arguing that 
it was not the board's job to look past sections of the 
bylaw, rather to determine if a project fits within them. 
Saltonstall told Collings he should propose changes to the 
solar bylaw if he saw it appropriate. 

In the end, Kokkins appreciated Marum's 
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objection to the word "intent," and Marum liked Kokkins' 
suggestion of eliminating it and rewording "in direct 
conflict" to simply "in conflict." 

Town Planner cautioned the board that the 
decision, as written, should result in a decision that could 
be "defensible" if appealed, and Kokkins included his 
own caution, saying, "We're starting to inject a lot of 
extremes of which we're not all in agreement with." 

Daniel made the motion to accept the decision 
with edits, resulting in a 5-2 vote to accept, with Collings 
and Marum maintaining their dissent. 

"I'm sorry that this decision has come down this 
way," said Collings. "There are troubles with this bylaw." 
He waved away the decision that was passed to him for 
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his signature, saying, "I'm not gonna put my name on 
that." He further lamented, "It's not really about the solar 
farm itself: it's about the opportunities in the other side 
of town that were presented to us, and I'm sorry that it 
didn't have more sway when it was presented to us." 

Daniel agreed that the bylaw should be revisited, 
and Marum added that she supported the bylaw as it was 
written, but she would support adding a definition for 
"forest." 

"Because that is absolutely not a forest," said 

Marum. 

The special meeting was held in order to have the 
final draft of the decision ready, signed, and sent to the 
applicant by deadline. ZPT will then have 20 days to file 
an appeal. 

The next regular meeting of the Marion Planning 
Board is scheduled for December 17 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 

Renovations Prepare for Daycare Relocation 

Rochester Planning Board

There isn't much on the site redevelopment plan 
for a daycare facility at 15 Cranberry Highway that isn't 
already there, Rochester Planning Board member Gary 
Florindo pointed out on December 11. The only significant 
issue that needs attention, really, is the stormwater 
system, which currently has the project held up with the 
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Conservation Commission. 

Some stormwater system specs were never 
completed under the Conservation Commission's original 
1997 Order of Conditions, so that needs to be settled while 
pleasing both the Commission and the Planning Board. 

"Hopefully this week I'll get together with 
[Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon] and certainly we'll 
be able to make some progress," said Rogers. 

Construction renovations for the relocation of 
Countryside Daycare, currently at Plumb Corner, are 
limited mainly to the interior of the existing building to 
accommodate the 5,200 square-foot daycare space that 
will occupy the majority of the building. Another 3,500 
square-foot area will be added at the front to be leased to 
a future tenant. 

The only real change to the site as it currently sits 
is a new playground planned just beyond the building, 
said Bob Rogers from GAF Engineering. The playground 
will be fenced in and a slight increase in paved area is 
slated for the parking lot. 

Rogers submitted some waiver requests, 
including eliminating the need for a formal traffic 
study as the current daycare operator supplied a casual 
assessment of the peak traffic hours in the morning and 
afternoon. Rogers also seeks a waiver for a landscape 
architect. 

"It is a great location for daycare," said Rogers. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson's main 
concern was with the chosen location to hold snow in the 
parking lot. According to Johnson, the Town's peer review 
engineer is concerned that snow will wind up in the 
drainage swale. Rogers commented that he would prefer 
not to change the design, but Johnson cautioned him 
that he should come up with another option if the snow 
location remains the same. 

Johnson also cautioned the daycare operator to 
not change the lighting of the existing sign. If the lighting 
is changed in any way from inside or outside the sign, 
then they will need a special permit from the Zoning 
Board of Appeals due to its size, which preceded the sign 
bylaw and remains, therefore, by-right. 

Johnson requested some definitions be placed 
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in the notes that refer to different size storm events 
pertaining to drainage, preferring Rogers follow the 
standards of the Taunton Weather Station for rainfall 
amounts. 

"You talk about large storms and major storm 
events and then significant rainfall events," said Johnson. 
"This need to be defined ... our standard could be 
different from your standard." 

The hearing was continued until January 8. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning 
Board is scheduled for January 8 at 7:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

ZBA Clarifies Confounding Zoning Sections 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

After an extended discussion by the Marion 
Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) on December 6 
comparing two sections of the zoning bylaw, the 
applicant for 195c Converse Road decided to withdraw 
their application without prejudice. 

The public hearing for the application of Mark 
Ross and Margot Mims of 195c Converse Road began 
with ZBA Chairman Marc Leblanc reporting that the 
Planning Board sent a letter which suggested that the 
bylaw under which the application had been submitted. 
Section 230.6.l.G, was the incorrect bylaw for this 
particular project. 

This section pertains to the demolition of a 
structure after a catastrophic event, which this structure 
has not experienced. 

In addition, the Planning Board noted that 
the applicant should also make sure they met the 
requirements of a section that pertains to moving a new 
structure out of the V zone. 

Nick Dufresne of Farland Corp. represented 
the applicants who proposed razing the structure at the 
Converse Road parcel and "substantial" rebuilding in the 
same footprint. 

Dufresne noted that his clients would be building 
a "flood-compliant" structure elevated 10 feet above 
grade, which creates more volume than the original 1945 
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structure. 

ZBA associate member David Bramley questioned 
whether the applicants could place fill in a floodplain, 
to which Building Commissioner Scott Shippey replied, 
"The [Marion] Conservation Commission issued an Order 
of Conditions. [It] must not be substantial enough." 

Shippey went on to say that he spoke with town 
counsel who confirmed that the section cited by the 
application states that the demolition does need to be 
caused by a catastrophic event. However, section 230.6.l.C 
does allow reconstruction with a Special Permit. 

Town Counsel Jon Witten added, "Paragraph G 
is awkward but in total - [requires] demo as a result of 
catastrophe. ... Subsection C would allow demolition. 

[Was this a] scrivener's error?" 

Whitten said the applicant could acknowledge 
that the application was submitted under the wrong 
section in error and was advertised as such, and continue 
the discussion. This would, however, put the application 
at risk if it were approved, since it could be appealed on 
the basis that it was advertised incorrectly. 

"[The applicant] could withdraw and re-file 
without prejudice," suggested LeBlanc. 

There was further discussion clarifying for 
members of the community in attendance the distinction 
between subsections G and C. Shippey stated succinctly, 
"G was redefined to deny demolition by-right. C allows 
demolition by Special Permit." 

Witten added, "One is voluntary: one is a natural 
disaster." 

Witten, after pointing out he was not the 
applicant's attorney, recommended that, since there was 
what he called a "procedural defect" in the advertisement, 
the applicant should withdraw their application and 
refile. 

The ZBA tabled the discussion while it went into 
executive session with Witten to address an Open Meeting 
Law complaint filed by Peter Douglas on November 30. 
When they returned to the open meeting, Ross informed 
the board that he would like to withdraw the application 
for 195c Converse Road. 

Also during the meeting, the board discussed 
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the application for Brian Keane at 8 Pie Alley. Keane's 
application was correctly filed under the section of the 
bylaw under discussion earlier in the meeting, 230.6.1.C. 
The applicant proposes to level the existing garage and 
rebuild a two-story carriage house on the same footprint. 

Leblanc noted that the structure would not 
be "exacerbating a non-conforming use," which is a 
requirement of the bylaw. 

Shippey stated, "The board has discretion to grant 
reconstruction under this subsection [of the bylaw]." 

The board voted unanimously to approve the 
Special Permit. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals has not yet been scheduled. 

ORR Scales Down Athletics Project into Phases 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

A subcommittee formed between the Old 
Rochester Regional (ORR) School Committee and 
members of T.U.R.F. (Tri-Town Unified Recreation 
Facilities) revealed on December 5 that it will focus on 
getting at least the "bare minimum" of its original $5 
million athletic complex overhaul plan accomplished 
after the three towns expressed an inability to support the 
project in its entirety. 

ORR School Committee Chairman Carey 
Humphrey told a roomful of students, parents, and other 
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project supporters that feedback from the three town 
administrators indicated more of a willingness to support 
a pared-down project of just under $2 million that would 
include an artificial turf field at the main stadium, lighting 
upgrades, a new track, and also new lighting for the 
auditorium to benefit the drama club. 

"This is something that, as a group of people, 
[T.U.R.F. has] been working on for a long time," said 
Humphrey. "This is a widespread organization with a lot 
of support." However, he acknowledged, "For this to ever 
pass, we need a lot of support in all three towns." 

Meetings with the town administrators last spring 
proved that support for this project proposal is a "very 
complex situation," Humphrey described it. 

"We started thinking about... what's acceptable? 
What can pass?" Humphrey said. "What can we have 
confidence in our three towns supporting? It really comes 
down to all of us as a group working together to make 
this happen." 

The subcommittee's approach is to present the 
towns with a "Phase I" project, which Humphrey said 
"meets most of the needs that we have," and for under 
$2 million, "... with the understanding that the T.U.R.F. 
group will continue moving forward raising private funds 
to help with Phase II, which would be the completion of 
the rest of the facility." 

Although the group has hoped to acquire the 
"grand prize," Humphrey said, "I think we all came away 


from that last meeting pretty exciting about the (Phase I) 
proposal." 

T.U.R.F. member Tom Flynn called the ORR 
athletic fields "the hub of the Tri-Town," adding that the 
project has already received $100,000 in private donations 
and pledges. 

"We know we got more work to do on that but 
the reality also of the project is ... people want to see some 
movement." Flynn hopes that town support for a Phase I 
might prompt private funders to pledge to a Phase II. 

Phase II would include the second artificial turf 
field, an additional two full-sized grass multi-purposes 
fields and irrigation for those and the baseball diamond, a 
field house with bathrooms and concession stand, partial 
re-fencing of the tennis courts, irrigation and care for the 
softball field, LED lighting, spectator seating for the track 
and multi-use field, and a covered press box. 

"When this project is said and done, it's going to 
be transformative for the Tri-Town. ... Everyone is going 
to get to use this facility" - a facility Flynn said would be 
"reflective of what we are as a tri-Town." 

The committee had no formal vote planned 
for that evening and did not disseminate the detailed 
proposal to the public, rather the discussion aimed at 
demonstrating transparency, Humphrey said, and a basic 
understanding of what they were proposing. 

As Humphrey explained the process going 
forward, the School Committee will vote during its 
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January 16 meeting and within seven days will inform the 
three towns of its desire to borrow the funds. The towns 
have 60 days to respond, which could prompt a special 
town meeting. "It all comes down to what each individual 
town decides," Humphrey said. 

"If all three towns approve it, it's all set and the 
next step will be determined based on how quick that 
happens." The problem the School Committee faces is, he 
continued, "What is the ramification if one of the towns 
doesn't pass it?" 

Humphrey explained, if only two of the three 
towns vote to support the plan, the third would still be 
forced to contribute its share of the funding. Each town 
can individually decide how to fund the project, which 


could spell uncertainty for the school district if any of the 
towns chose to fund it in the budget, possibly diverting 
funds from other budget areas. 

"And we as a school committee have to think 
about it," Humphrey said. "I'm assured ... that we will 
get support from the three towns, but we still have to 
think about the worst-case scenarios." He continued, 
"Each town has their own agendas for what they need 
and want... and it might not be this." 

Superintendent Doug White further explained the 
process, saying the project must pass Town Meeting and, 
if it passed, advance to a ballot vote for voters to decide 
on whether or not to acquire the new debt. 

School Committee member Heather Burke said. 
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while she is sensitive of the financial constraints of the 
towns, "I want to make sure that we're not missing an 
opportunity to really transform the Tri-Town and what 
they offer their citizens. My concern is, if we go forward 
with Phase I, which, in my opinion, is a bare minimum 
... and if we go forward and ask for the money, are we 
missing the opportunity to do more by limiting ourselves 
at this point?" 

Burke pointed out other towns making school 
and athletics-related improvements such as Dartmouth, 
Carver, and Westport, she said. 

"I think this is a bare minimum we need to do 
for our students and our schools, but I want to make sure 
we're not missing the opportunity to really give back to

this community by improving the recreation facilities." 

Burke's comments elicited applause before she 
could continue: "On the other hand," she said. "Although 
this is a bare minimum, it's better than nothing." 

The message, Humphrey said, is this: "If we 
go too far with this ... we may get nothing. I want 
something." 

Burke addressed the students and residents 
present in the room and asked if they would be at Town 
Meeting to support the proposal, urging them to attend. 

The topic will be discussed and subject to a 
committee vote at the next meeting. 

The next meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee meeting will be on January 16 at 6:30 
pm in the junior high school media room.

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"The timing just happened to be right," said 
Jancaterino. "You have relationships with the kids, 
especially when you teach them in junior high, and 
now you get to see them move into high school. That's 
something I am looking forward to." 

Though it may be tough for Jancaterino and the 
Bulldogs to extend the streak of SCC titles into 2018- 
2019. Not only has Jancaterino's former team. Bourne, 
retained most of its contributor's from last season when 
the Canalmen (15-5-2) were one of the best teams in 
the region, but the Bulldogs also graduated its two best

"You saw some of the saves he made," said 
Jancaterino. "We tried not to give them rebounds because 
he'll stop the initial one every time. That's what we were 
trying to do. You have to have a goalie to go anywhere 
and he pulled off one of those nights where he stands on 
his head." 

Robert Ramsay would score the Bulldogs' first 
goal with his team down 2-0, cutting the lead in half in the 
second period. ORR/Fairhaven would tie it 2-2 with less 
than five minutes left in the game when a Carson Spencer 
pass found Austin and he buried the game-tying goal. 

"We definitely have a lot to work on," Jancaterino 
said. "We were lucky to come out with a tie getting out- 
shot the way we did against a team like that. It's good for 
our young guys to get their feet wet in a close game with 
that kind of intensity. You can't take a shift off. You have 
to be ready to go when you get on the ice. You can't take 
any breaks against a team like that." 

ORR/Fairhaven (0-0-1) goes after its first win 
again on Saturday when it takes on Attleboro at the New 
England Sports Village.

To the Editor: 

Mr. John Rockwell claims Marion's "solar array 
proposal must be denied" because "the developer of the 
project has proposed to clear cut 18 acres for his project." 

This project concerns green energy and the 
installation of photovoltaic panels, as allowed by 
Marion's well-crafted solar bylaw. The solar apparatus 
will necessitate the removal of old white pine trees, which 
at this point do not sequester much carbon. Foresters 
interested in maximizing carbon sequestration favor 
younger trees that grow more quickly absorbing more 
carbon dioxide as their biomass increases, rather than, 
spindly or older trees whose biomass has maxed out. 

Residents should remember that many older trees 
were felled at that "forested" site during back-to-back 
storms in March 2018 indicating their weakness from 
disease, poor root systems, and / or previous drought 
conditions. 

It is clear that a section of the solar bylaw causing 
much angst among Marionites alludes to "large-scale" 
clearing: Section 230-16.3 (F), "Large-scale clearing of 
forested areas for the purpose of constructing systems is 
prohibited." The bylaw contains no definition of "Large- 
scale clearing" or "forested areas," nor does the bylaw 
provide a mathematical formula for calculating what 
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one might intelligently call "large scale." Since, there is 
nothing linking the amount of clearing to the size of the 
site, Mr. Rockwell's interpretation is subjective. 

Also, the bylaw expressly permits solar farms and 
photovoltaic systems in residential areas with Planning 
Board approval see Section 230-16.11. 

So, yes, Mr. Rockwell, the bylaw as written 
authorizes the Planning Board to approve this project, and 
I am merely applying Marion's solar bylaw. 

To conclude, this property is privately owned, 
and within the limits of the law, land owners may use 
their land as they decide.

The Cape Cod cottage 
at 137 County Road 
was built in 1762 and, 
in 1855, was owned 
by G.W.K. Pierce. In 
1867, it was owned 
by Rufus L. Savery, 
a mariner, who by the early 1900s conducted a vegetable 
market and fruit stand on this property By 1903, Rufus 
L. Savery was living here with his sons, Rufus H. and 
Charles. Savery's obituary in the Wareham Courier 
(April 23,1909) notes that Savery was the town's herring 
inspector. He was an attendee at town meetings where he 
represented the interests of his North Marion neighbors. 
He was active in the Marion Methodist Church. Charles 
L. Savery, a gardener, inherited this house, where he lived 
with his wife, Iva, until 1930.

I have 3 cats and one of them isn't using the litter box 
consistently. I clean the box every few days and have 
a covered box nicely enclosed in a closet. Is one of my 
cats sick? 

It's amazing that your cats have put up with your 
litter box behavior. There should be 1 box per indoor 
cat so you need 2 more boxes. The boxes should be 
cleaned daily at the very least. Cats in general do 
not like covered boxes. Get rid of the cover. Cats also 
prefer boxes to be as out in the open as possible so they 
don't feel trapped going in or out. There should be 2 
or 3 ways for the cat to get out of the box. In general , 
cats prefer clumping litter as well. Stay with one that 
works and don't get fooled into buying whatever is on 
sale.

Bohemian Rhapsody. Starring Rami Malek and Lucy 
Boynton. Directed by Bryan Singer. Running time: 134 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. In theaters now. 

If we agree that movies — even documentaries 
— are not the first place to look for the unalloyed truth, 
the question then becomes. What story are we being told? 
To what ends are the facts being bent? The answer may 
explain why a movie is a runaway success, like Bohemian 
Rhapsody , the most lucrative musical biopic of all time, 
which takes the thorny persona of Freddie Mercury and 
gentles him into what he says, in the film, he doesn't want 
to be: a cautionary tale. Better to say that Mercury, safely 
dead for the better part of three decades, is now ripe 
for autopsy and a moviemaker can try to divine by his 
entrails. 

The narrative being pushed here is one of a boy, 
Farrokh Bulsara (Rami Malek), who as the movie begins 
has already Americanized his name to Freddie. After a 
while he will legally change his last name to Mercury, 
cutting himself off from his Farsi roots. Freddie is bisexual 
but falls in love with one woman, Mary (Lucy Boynton). 
Despite his later life consisting of a blur of male partners, 
Mary remains his one great love. With his band Queen, 
Freddie reaches the stars but emotionally wallows in the 
gutter, until his AIDS diagnosis humbles him. Fie grovels 
his way back to the band (with their hetero lives, their 
wives and children), and the movie ends on the sweeping 
up note of Queen's triumph at 1985's Live Aid concert. 

Never mind that the real Mercury wasn't 
diagnosed until 1987; that would just end things on a 
bummer, and bummers don't make almost $600 million 
worldwide. Bohemian Rhapsody certainly doesn't take 
aesthetic risks comparable to those of its namesake 
single; it's a bog-standard rise-and-fall-and-rise music 
biopic, and whatever affection has attached to it is pretty 
much the work of Rami Malek, whose resemblance to 
Mercury is passable — the actual Mercury had a kind of 
Christopher Reeve butch handsomeness interrupted by 
the extra teeth crowding his mouth. The way Malek's 
syllables undertake the perilous journey around the fake 
choppers he wears is a little distracting, but a quick check 



of video of Mercury himself reveals that's pretty much 
how he talked, right down to the frequent sucking on the 
front teeth. 

Malek obliges the movie's preferred narrative by 
enacting young, hungry Freddie, then success-sodden, 
druggy-orgy Freddie, then humbled Freddie ready for 
greatness, having suffered and renounced the catting 
around. FFe does all of this with sufficient facility, but 
Bohemian Rhapsody is probably better suited for people 
who haven't seen this basic story a hundred times. The 
difference is the music, and I wonder if part of what 
accounts for the strong box office is that people are using 
the movie to see "Queen" in concert. The singing is 
Mercury's, as is the band's playing, taken, I assume, from 
live tapes of the era, so people might also want to hear 
the music in movie theaters with reasonably good sound 
systems as a communal event, framed by biographical re¬ 
enactments with the guy from Mr. Robot. 

I'd hate to think it's the message that's driving 
repeat business. And that message? If you're from an 
immigrant family, and on the queer spectrum, you 
can have it all, but don't get too far above yourself. 

Show respect for your ma and pa (both followers of 
Zoroastrianism, which teaches that to be gay is to be 
demonic), tell your one-time white hetero female lover 
that she's the love of your life (to hell with you, Jim 
FFutton, the lover who nursed Mercury until his death), 
and basically reject whatever sweaty, glittery, outlaw 
energy made people want to make a movie about you 
in the first place. Oh, and the press is a mob of barking, 
salacious freaks who just want to know who you're 
dating, and people around you will sell you out to them. 
"I'm not going to be anybody's victim, AIDS poster boy 
or cautionary tale," says Freddie, blithely unaware of the 
movie he's in and what it turns him into.

Safe Storage and Disposal of Medications and 
Syringes 

Many local police departments offer 24/7 
prescription medication drop-boxes for the safe disposal 
of unused or expired medications. Medications that can 
be disposed of in the drop-boxes include prescription 
ointments, prescription medications, medication patches, 
and samples, as well as over the counter medications, 
vitamins, and pet medications. Lotions, liquids, and 
non-prescription ointments are not permitted. For 
your privacy, please remember to remove all personal 
identification before placing items in the drop-box. In 
Mattapoisett, the medication drop-box is in the lobby of 
the Police Station, located at 64 County Road (Route 6). 

For the safe disposal of needles and syringes, 
sharps containers are available free of charge from the 
Mattapoisett Police Station and the Public Health Nurse's 
office. Used sharps containers may be returned to the 
Public Health Nurse's office for safe and proper disposal 
of these items. 

The safe and proper storage and disposal of 
all medications, needles, and syringes helps to prevent 
accidents or misuse. These items should always be stored 
in a secure location, out of sight and out of reach of 
children. To assist you with safe storage in the home, lock- 
boxes can be purchased at your local pharmacy or retail 
store such as CVS, Walgreens, or Rite Aid.
